SOW  SWEET  PEAS  OUTDOORS 

In  the  Fall — the  new  method 

By  sowing  Sweet  Peas  outdoors  in  the  Fall  you  will  be  repaid  by  finer 
and  larger  blooms,  by  having  them  in  flower  earlier,  and  often  lasting  later 
than  the  spring  sown  plant. 

By  planting  at  this  time  the  plants  develop  a perfect  root  system  and 
are  better  able  to  stand  the  hot  summer  weather. 

When  sowing  prepare  the  ground  in  trenches  about  18  inches  deep,  using 
plenty  of  ashes  or  coarse  rakings  for  drainage.  The  soil  should  be  a rich  friable 
loam. 

The  seed  should  be  sown  about  8 inches  below  the  surface  of  the  soil  and 
covered  with  2 inches  of  soil.  As  soon  as  the  ground  becomes  frozen  the 
entire  trench  should  be  covered  with  a mulch  of  leaves  or  well  rotted  stable 
manure. 

When  Spring  comes  remove  the  mulch  and  as  the  young  plants  appear 
gradually  cover  with  rich  soil.  'Care  should  be  taken  that  the  vine  is  not 
covered  entirely.  A dressing  of  Bone  Meal  at  this  time  is  beneficial. 

Do  not  start  the  seed  too  early,  as  they  should  not  have  sufficient  time 
to  appear  above  the  ground  in  the  Fall.  Late  in  October  is  the  'best  time  in 
the  vicinty  of  New  York. 

Before  planting  innoculate  the  seed  with  “MULFORD’S  CULTURE  FOR
